WHEREAS, on January 6, 2022, the Treasury issued final rules for the SLFRF program, 
including authorization for counties to allocate up to $10,000,000 of their total SLFRF allocation as lost 
revenue to spend on government services.


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Boone County Board of Supervisors 
approves allocating its total SLFRF allocation in the expected amount of $5,095,647.50 as lost revenue 
to spend on government services.
